NOTICE IS HEREBY GWEN that the State Water Resources Control Board (SWRCB) will 
hold a public hearing to seek comnents on the proposed Water Quality Control Policy for 
Developing California's Clean Water Act (CWA) section 303(d) List (Policy). As required by 
Water Code section 13191.3(a), the Policy contains guidelines to be used by SWRCB and the 
Regional Water Quality Control Boards (RWQCBs) in listing and delisting waters pursuant to 
section 303(d) of the federal CWA (33 U.S.C. section 1313[d]). SWRCB is requesting 
comments on the draft Functional Equivalent Document (FED) and the draft Policy. 

SWRCB will not take fmal action at the hearing. The draft Policy will be considered for 

adoption and the draft FED will be considered for approval at a future Board Meeting. 


BACKGROUND 

Section 303(d) of CWA requires states to identify waters that do not meet applicable water , 
quality standards with certain technology-based controls alone. Applicable standards include the 
designated beneficial uses, the adopted water quality objectives, and the State's antidegradation 
policy. The section 303(d) list must include the water quality limited segments, associated 
pollutants, and a priority ranking of the waters for purposes of developing Total Maximum Daily 
Loads (TMDLs) in the next two years. A TMDL is the maximum load of a pollutant that can be 
present in a water body without exceeding water quality standards. States are required to submit 
the section 303(d) list and TMDL priorities to the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency for 
approval in even numbered years.
